I have had to lie to the Dutch 
and I can herdly look the French in the eye -- all to protect USFA, whose policy — 
is so shorteighted and certainly reflects no credit to the US, 


It is not by chance that McKee is eliminating thie job, instead of one of 
the industrial specialists, when he was told to retrench on personnel.
